Berlin, Oct. 18—Twenty-eight 
sons were killed near Johannisthal 
yesterday in the explosion and fall of 
Count Zeppelin’s latest dirigible bal- 
loon, the “I-11.” 


The 28 represented the entire per- |’ 


sonnel of the admiralty board, o which 
was to conduct the final trial of the 
dirlgible, looking to its acceptance by 
the government as a new unit of ‘the 
German aerial navy, the pilot and crew 
and invited guests. Every person that 
went along in the big airship is dead, 

Twenty-seven of them were killed 
almost instantly, by the explosion of 
the gas in the balloonettes or burned 
to death as the flaming wreck fell to 
the ground from a height of 900 feet 
and enveloped them. Gne man, Lieut. 
Baron Von Bleul, of the Queen Au- 
gusta Grenadier Guards, of the admir- 
alty board, was extricated alive from 
the mass of twisted wreckage. His 
eyes were burned out and he suffered 
other terrible hurts. Begging his res- 
cuers to kill him and end his suffer- 
ings, he was taken to a hospital, where 
he died last night. 

The official report of the accident 
says the explosion was due to the ig- 
nition of gas in or above the forward 
gondola, but not within the body of the 
airship, 

The navy was not the only sufferer 
yesterday, through aviation accidents, 
for three.army officers were Killed in 
aeroplane. . flights, Captain’ Hazelar, 
Lieut. Koch and Sergt. Menta. 

Berlin, Oct. 18.—Other possible 
causes for the fire and explosion were 
that old gasoline Avas carried on board, 
or that a spark of atmospheric elec- 
tricity was developed by the friction 
of the balloonets rubbing together in- 
side the outer framework as occurred 
in the case of two of the predecessors 
of the L’-2. These theories are re- 
garded as improbable owing to the im- 
provements made in the design of the 
airship to meet such contingencies, 

German Admiralty’s Loss. 

The loss of -the balloon will appar- 
ently fall on the German admiralty 
which practically accepted the airship 
on September 20, Zeppelin being held 
responsible only if the dirigible failed 
to meet the requirements of the navy 
department in the tests conducted by 
its own officers. 

Today's flight was intended as the 
test of the ascending qualities of the 
balloon and it carried an unusually 
large crew to take the place of the ma- 
chine guns, the bombs and the wireless 
equipment and other fittings, which the 
air vessel was eventually to be pro- 
vided with. 

Fifty School Girls Escape. 

The catastrophe might have resulted 
in a longer list of victims as 50 school 
girls from the Johannisthal elemen- 
tary school were playing in a field 
when the airship exploded above them. 
The headway of the airship, however, 
carried the hull beyond the children 
who fled back into school in a hysteri- 
cal condition, Their parents had to 
come to the school afterwards to es- 
cort them through the streets. 

An aviator who was flying above the 
dirigible was thrown from the seat of 
his aeroplane by the explosion and: re- 
gained the aerodrome in a state of 
complete collapse, 

Others Sustain Injuries 

The papers today contained little 
except reports of aerial disasters. In 
addition to the fatal accidents to 
Capt. Hazelar, Lieutenant Koch and 
Sergeant Menta, of the army aviation 
corps, severe injuries were sustained 
by Lieutenant Baron Von Cayle, Von 
Bouer and Schroeder,

Tricksters Have Put 
Over Fakes in England, 


MYSTERY OF THE THAMES 
SACK OF HUMAN REMAINS 


"King Edward Held Up!"—No 
scent No Death, No Avia- 
or,

One of the most elaborate hoaxes 
that has been played upon the news- 
papers of recent years was perpetrat- 
ed a short time ago, when a “fatal 
accident” to’ an airman, Mr. C. B. 
| Fairbairns, was reported broadcast. 

Drawn blinds, bereaved parents, let- 
ters, telegrams, a gallant attempt to 
save life, pluck, endurance, disaster, 
resurrection, death, reappearance and, 
finally, disappearance, were only a 
Tew of the sallent features in this re- 
markable story. 

No Ascent, No Death, No Aviator. 

Originally, as circulated by “the 
| great agencies which supply the news- 
papers with their information, it was 
to the effect that when an aviator 
flew a waterplane, from Brooklands 
to Shoeburyness and was 1,000 feet 
up in the air the machine’ dipped 
and fell into the sea, In a boat, pro- 
ceeded this sensational report, 200° or 
300 yards distant, was a friend who 
raised the top of the “conning tower" 
jof the machine, but he could not get 
Mr. Fairbairns out, and the machine 
sank with him. 

Into the great newspaper offices 
confused reports, assertions and de- 
nials began to pour, and then, finally, 
everybody had to admit that the 
whole thing was a hoax. There had 
been no ascent, no death, no aviator, 
no disappearance, and the cruel work 
was engineered by some practical 
joker, or, more probably, by a penny- 
a-liner—which means a man who 
supplies news he picks up to the 
papers and the news agencies at a 
remuneration of so much a line. 

The members of the latter fraterni- 
ty are now, happily, becoming extinct. 
Happily because they have been res- 
ponsible in the past for the circula- 
tion of stories, having no foundation 
in fact, which have caused unspeakable 
pain and annoyance to the people 
most intimately concerned; stories 
which have tended to destroy the faith 
of the public in the integrity of the 
press, and which have sometimes 
mulcted the newspapers in big sums 
for damages, 

A Sack of Human Remains. 

Some years ago the country was 
thrown into a state of great excite- 
ment by the discovery of a sack con- 
taining human remains which was 


found under one of the Thames 
bridges in London, . 
The case presented! -all~ the — ele- 


ments of a mysterious crime, and a 
heap of detectives and amateur in- 
vestigators were busy night and day 
trying to probe the crime, 

Later on it transpired that a body 
had been precured from an adjacent 
hospital by a group of penny-a-liners, 
placed in the sack and deposited in

Wilson is a statesman rather than a 
politician is again to be proven by the introduction of a bill in 
the United States congress wiping out the free tolls for United 
States vessels in the Panama canal. 

In the original arrangement by which the British govern- 
ment lent United States its moral support toward the acquire- 
ment of the necessary territory for the canal zone, United 
States agreed to treat the ships of all nations alike. Later, 
persuaded no doubt by the steamship and railway interests in 
United States, the Washington government set up the inter- 

pretation that the agreement could be made to mean what it 

was intended to mean by interpolating the word ‘‘other,” 
thereby providing that ships of United States register did not 
come into the arrangement, and upon this interpretation a 
bill, moved by Adamson, of Georgia, exempting United States 
coastwise vessels, was made law. This is the bill against 
_Which Great Britain protested. 

Now the same representative, quite evidently with the 
president's approval, is introducing a resolution to suspend 
the bill until such time as the canal is self-supporting, which 
may mean many years. 

After having agreed nct to do so, the provision passed 
under Taft to treat United States vessels differently from those 
of all “other” nations was unworthy of a great nation. Wilson 
tedeems the honor of the greatest republic that the world has 
ever known.

York harbor from Governor's Island 
to Battery Park 71 years ago today. 
A few communications were recelved 
through it, when the wire was caught 
by another anchor and rendered use- 
less. The cable was the invention of 
Prof. Morse, and consisted of a cop- 
per wire insulated with tar, pitch and 
rubber, The first commercially suc- 
cessful submarine telegraph was that 
between Dover and Calais. Prof. 
Charles Wheatstone suggested such a 
line between Dover and Calais in 1840, 
but ten years passed. before the first 
message passed between France and 
England. The first wire laid soon 
parted, but in 1851 another was laid 
and apermanent service instituted. In 
1853 the project of the Atlantic cable 
was conceived, and an American com- 
pany formed to put the plan into ef- 
fect. The first messages passed over 
the cable, which extended from Valen- 
tia, Ireland, to Newfoundland, in 1858. 
Owing to faulty. insulation the cuble 
soon failed and it was not until 1866 
that America and Europe were perm- 
anently connected by telegraph,

INVENTOR OF COLD 
STORAGE IS DYING 


STITUTE AT 86 


Refused $20,000 Last Feb- 
ruary Because He Was Still 
Able to Work, 


Paris, Oct. 18.—Charles Tellier, the 
inventor of the’ cold storage process, 
which first enabled American pacic- 
ers to export meat, is dying in a des- 
tilute condition at the age of 86, it 
was learned yesterday, The report 
was found to be true. 

The International Cold Storage As- 
soclation recently raised $20,000 for 
the benefit of Mr. Tellier. One half of 
this was subscribed in Argentina, but 
the money has not yet reached Paris, 
Mr. Tellier refused to accept a pen- 
sion from the other half, saying he 
was still able to earn his living and 
preferred to leave the money to his 
son. The company where Mr. Tellier 
worked recently failed and the cold 
storage assoclation wrote him a letter 
containing an offer of money. No an- 
swer was received and the association 
sent $300 this morning by the docter 
who ts attending Mr. Tellier. 

On the other band, the Paris Midi 
says the secretary of the cold storage 
association wrote to Mr. Tellier yester- 
day to the effect that its bookkeeper 
had embezzled the subscription for his 
benefit and fled. The secretary said 
he hoped to send some money before 
the end of the month. The paper adds 
that Mr, Tellier would have died of 
hunger last week, only for the con- 
clerge, Whose husband is a postman. 
She withdrew {20 from the savings 
bank to help him, 

Tellier's son, who is 22 years of age, 
is delicate and unable to work regu- 
larly, Telller's constant dread !s what 
will happen to his son after his (the 
father’s) death. 

Last February, when he was 85 
years old, Mr. Tellier, who had been 
living a life of penury, was decorated 
with the cross of the legion of honor. 
At that time ho was found to be living 
in almost absolute want and a fund 
was started for his benefit.

SUIT ON NOTEIS 
BEING HEARD IK 
SUPREME COURT 


Radford vs. Stannard Now in 
Course of Trial Before 
Justice Beck, 


The payment of a promissory note 
was the nature of the cause which came 
up before the supreme court this 
morning when the case of Radford ys. 
Stannard was heard. 

In his statement of claim the de- 
fendant claims that Stannard gave 
him a promissory note for $1500 dated 
December 19, 1912, with elght per cent 
Interest, but when the plaintiff pres- 
ented the note for payment defendant 
refused and continues to refuse to pay. 
The plaintiff therefore claimed judg- 
ment for the note and interest amount- 
ing to $20.88 and the cost of the ae- 
tion. 

In defence Stannard claims that he 
did not-give plaintiff a note, as al- 
leged, but that the deal that had been 
made between them was that he (the 
defendant) agreed to purchase from 
Radford a certain « outfit for hauling 
gravel and sand, consisting of horses, 
wagons, sleighs and other accessories 
sulfable for the purpose, and that, fur- 
ther, the plaintiff and defendant 
agreed to acquire an equal interest 
each in a certain dredge belonging to 
the Mdmonton Concrete company, and 
the plaintiff delivered only. part of the 
outfit and. refused to: deliver the 
mainder, 
was purchased, pursuant to the agree- 
ment, bul the title for it was taken in 
Radford’s name, who has since sold 
such interest and has refused to pay 
the defendant his share or interest {in 
the proceeds from the sale or to ac- 
count for the same to Stannard. Fur- 
ther, he claims that the plaintiff is 
indebted to him for certain work done 
in May and June, 1912, in excavating 
the cellar of the Empress theatre to 
the amount of $1,131.80. The defend- 
ant therefore counterclaims $1,131.80 
for work done to the Empress theatre, 
$109.50 for the yalue of goods that 
Radford refused to deliver, and also

accounts for s0 many men who leave prison 
and return as second termers, From the 
first moment that a man arrives in prison 
he js made to realize that he is no longer 
an Individual human helng, 


Individuality is Lost, 

“He is only one very unimportant unit 
inva community which is undergoing pen- 
nance for certain crimes and the pennance 
differs only in the matter of duration, 
The next companiod on my ther of cells 
nay be a forger, burglar, a murderer, a 
defaulting cashier; he may be a college 
graduate or the Bowery tough, an intelll- 
gent Yankee or an {gnorant foreigner, yet 
all clothed alike, fed and housed alike, and 
each man ceases to be an individual and 
becomes a moving automaton in a grey 
sult. 

“Attempting to gat acquainted with my 
surroundings at my side and dlagonally tn 
back of me on the first day, I was repri- 
manded for disregarding the rules, Not 
onee in all the seven days’ meals that 1

The faults 
have been mainly tvujts of ignorance, 
and its consequent] “apathy and ap- 
parent selfishness.” Remove the ignor- 
ance, get people to see what is going | 
on, and the amelioration naturally fol- 
lows the activity résultant from the 
awakening, although not always as 
rapidly as one would desire or perhaps 
expect, But there is alwafs a residuum 
of the population—fortunately but a 
small minority as-a rule—who want 
these conditions to-remain unchang 
and we have to realize that the con- ! 
crete basis of many of these conditions 
is outlined in the old words: “The love 
of money is the root of evil.”

city; to keep the general public in- 
terested and informed as to conditions 
and needs in our midst; and eventually 
to become 4 centre of information and 
direction for social workers. The at- 
tention of the association will be con- 
centrated mainly along two lines at 
present, viz., co-operation, in order to 
prevent overlapping of charity with 
its attendant abuses, and the problem 
of employment and relief, whieh will 
be very acute this winter owing to the 
enormous influx of immigrants coming 
more rapidly than it is. possible for 
them to be assimilated before the 
rigors of our winter are upon is.
